Conscience Olear He Had Per-

OTTAWA, April 20—Hon. W. L. 
MacKenzie King, leader of the oppo- 
sition, today answered critics of his 
war record. 

Mr, King’s statement came jin the 
house on a motion to go into supply. 
Ho spoke to a full house and to crowd 
ed @afieries, dealing primarily with 
the priticiam that he had “deserted 
Canada in her hour of crisis and serv- 
ed Standard Oif millions.” 

He referred first to statements 
made at a meeting of the Progressive 
club, Montreal, on the fifth of April, 
as reported in the Montreal Gazette 
of the day following. One statement 
oited by Mr. King wae reported as hav- 
ing been made before the club by 
Mr. MoNaughton; another, by Dr. F. 
W. Gilday. 

Mr. McNaughton was reported as 
hvaving wid that Mr. King deserted 
Canada in her hour of crisis and ser- 
ved Standard Oil mifions. Mr. Mc- 


Naughton, according to tho report, 
algo oke of celationship between 
Mr, ng and Rockefeller interests 


which “at no distant date might prove 
a menace to Canada.” Dr. Gil was 
cited as having ‘made elmilar state- 
ments, 

It would be perfectly epparent, Mr. 
King proceeded, addressing the house, 
that such statements were intended 
to arouse prejudice of the most bit- 
ter and oruei kind, prejudicing the 
ginde of jabor, of returned soldiers, 
and of all patriotiotitizens 

The statements were absolutely 
false in fact and misieading in infer- 


ence, 
Utter Slander. 


They constituted an utter slander 
end amounted to a criminal libel. If 
he had not taken eteps to proceed 

the parties guilty of them, it 

was because he felt the statements 

were in complete ignorance of the 

facts. But ignorance would not in 

future de any defence should he de- 

elre to proceed criminally against any 
es making eimilar statements. 

Dealing in the first place with the 
etatement made that he had resided 
in the United States, Mr. King said 
this was not a fact. For tho last

Wisc and Right Decision. 

Mr, King stated that the offer of 
this work was made to him im the 
spring before the opening of the war. 
When the war began, it became neces- 
eary for him to decide whether to go 
on with this work or abandon it; The 
decision he had made at that time, he 
thought a wise and right deciaion,

It had been recognized early in 
the war that the euccess of the allies 
depended largely upon the relations 
prevaidng between capital and labor.

Eastern Miscissippi, Northwestern Alabama end Southern Counties 
of Tennessee Stricken by Storm That Obliterated Everything 
That Lay in Its Path—In at Least One Case, That of Rose Hill, 
Practically Entire Town Is Believed to Have Been Destroyed 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 20.—A death list which tonight 
stood at more than 400 and a property loss of many millions’ worth 
of dollars was the toll of a tornado which today swept over a score 
of towns, villages and isolated farms in eastern Mississippi, north- 
western Alabama and the southern counties of Tennessee, 

Communication with many of the stricken districts was difficult, 
-but fragmentary reports agreed that the tornado swept down with 


deadly suddenness, obliterating everything that lay in its path. In 
at least one case—that of Rose Hill, Miss.—practically the entire 
town ‘is believed to have been destroyed, and in several instances all 
members of a family were reported 
to have been killed.

BEEN KILLED 


Most Reports Random Estimates 
Deolares Secretary of Calgary 
Board of Trade 


BETTER BUSINESS

Farmers Found It More to Their 
Advantage to Sell Hides Than 
to Feed Hay 


CALGARY, April 20.—The Calgary 
board of trade ‘has taken up the mat- 
ter of the report that seven thous- 
and cattle had been destroyed in Al- 
berta during the.winter because of 
lack of feed, and through its secre- 
tary, D, C. Campbell, has !ssued the 
following statement which it ‘has 
asked the Canadian Press {n justice 
No Alberta to disseminate. 

“Most reports about losses sustained 
or gains made in Alberta are exagger- 
ated, or at any rate random estimates, 
and no doubt the statement about the 
number of cattle shot {s no excep- 
tion. It must, however, be kept In 
mind ¢hat there has been quite a 
serious shortage of feed in the prov- 
{nce this year, due not only to a 
backward growing season In 1919, but 
but also to the prolonged snow seas- 
on, which has exceeded anything ex- 
perienced since settlement was dee 
veloped here. 

Better Business. 

“Where cattle have been killeg on 
the farms it has usually been because 
the farfier has figured it was better 
business to kill the animal and sell 
the hide rather than to feed hay at 
present prices and in every case that 
has come to our attention the cattle 
killed were the scrubs, 

“The livestock census of Alberta at 
the end of December last year gave 
the number of cattle in the province 
at that time as 1,691,582 head. The 
loss of seven thousand head, while 
serious for those actually sustaining 
the loss is such a/emall sustaining 
of the total holdings as to be scarcely 
worth notice. Any business that can 
come through a year thagMs regarded 
as one of disaster, with a loss of less 
than one half of one per cent’ has 
come through very well indeed. We 
would be inclined to place the per- 
centage of loss on cattle in Alberta 
during this past season considerably 
higher and would still feel that no 
serious concern need be felt for the 
future of the indu&try, or .for the 
stability of those engaged in it.

Normal school accommodation in 
the city was discussed at a conference 
on Tuesday between members of the 
Public school board and the Hon. G. 
P. Smith, minister of education. 

The conference arose out of the re- 
quest made by the department, asking 
whether the schcol board mwas in a 
position to ewpply accommodation for 
the normal school. 

The result was that, after some dls- 
cussion jt was agreed, on the motion 
of Trustee Douglas, that She echoo! 
board committee should recommend 
that the fboard rent to the depart- 
ment the necessary number of rooms 
required for the normal school to 
be carried on at the Highlands schoo], 
and that the agreement should stand, 
tor a year, with the option of hav- 
ing the premises for another year if 
required, 

No figures was mentioned for the 
amount to be pala by the department, 
fut the minister said that they were 
prepared to deal very fairly with the 
board in this respect. 

Fle brought up the subject of the 
department having the appointing of 
the ‘teachers in the school,, pointing 
Out that this was apractice they fol- 
lowed elsewhere, the desire wetng to 
secure the anost sultable type of 
teacherg to deliver the lesson suitable 
for pupil teachers. Where the de- 
partment enpolnesg the teachers, they 
Gave a honus of $300 per year, but the 
salary would the paid by the school. 

In Agreement With Principle, 

The school trustees said that they 
were in agreement with the principle 
involved, and the minister assured 
them that if any teachers were ap- 
pointed outside of the city of Edmon- 
ton. staff, that the board would ‘be 
kept properly informed. 

Another matter dealt with was the 
building of a model school by the 
board on the university site, and the 
minister said that he would ibe in 
favor of the government allowing the 
board to have ten acres on the site 
where euch a school could be built, 
and he added @ normal school could 
be built at the side, the two being 
worked {n conjunction. 

He proposed that the chairman of 
the board and himself get into touch 
with Dr, Tory and discuss the matter 
and it was arranged that this should 
be done.
